No. 9/7/81-CS.II.— The Rules for a qualifying examinatioji 
to bb held by the stall Selection Commission, Department 
of Personnel and Administrative Reforms, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, New Delhi in 1981, for the purpose of filling tem- 
porary vacancies reserved for re^arly appointed Group ‘D’ 
Staff in the Lower Division Grade of the Central • Secretariat 
Clerical Service, the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service. Grade VI iif lha iililTlIir Foreign Serrtce Branch (B) 
and pdrtfr'oi "toWer Division Clerk In the Department of 
PArliarnentary Affalra, are published for general information. 

The candidates who arc admitted to the examination will 
be eligible for vacancies - 

(1) in the Central Secretariat Clerical . Service, if they 
are working in the Ministries /Offices participating 
in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service; , 

(ii) in the. Armed Forces Heaqudarters Clerical Service, 
if they are employed in the Arrned Forces Head- 
quarters and IBter-Services Organisations;

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selec- 
tion Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix to 
these Rules. The dates on which and the places at which 
the Omminatlon will be held shall be fixed by the Commis- 
sion. 

4. Any permanent or regularly anpotnted temporary Group 
T)’ employee who satisfies the following conditions shall be 
eligible to appear at the examination : — 

. I. Length of Service. -r-Ylc, should have rendered on Ist 
August, 1981, not less than 5 years of approved and conti- 
nuous service as a Group ‘D’ employee or in any higher Grade 
fat Ministries/Offices participating in (i) the Central Secre- 
terlat Clerical Service, or (ii) 'Armed Forces Hpadauarters 
m^Or Inter-Services Organisations or (iii) in the Ministry of 
External Affairs or its Missions abroad or (ix) posts of Lower 
Divlsibq Clerk in the Department of Parliamentary Affairs. 


Note (1) : — The limit of 5 years of approved and con- 
tinuous service will also apply if the total reckonable service 
of the candidate is partly as a Group 'D' employee in ans 
Ministry or Office p^icipating in the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service or in the Offices participating in the Armed 
Forces Headquarteis Clerical Service and partly elsewhere In 
equivalent or higher grade or as Group ‘D’ employee in the 
Ministry of External Affairs and its Missions abroad or in 
posts of L.D.C. in the Department of Parliamentary Affairs. 

Note (2) ; — Group ‘D’ employees who are on deputation 
to ex-Cadre posts with the approval of the Competent autho- 
rity will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible. A Group 'D' employee who has been 
appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Service on 
transfer and. contipues to have a lien on a Group ‘D’ post 
for the time being vrill also be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible. 

11. Age. — He should not be more than 50 years of age on 
1st August. 1981, i.e. he must not have been bom earlier 
than 2nd August, 1931. 

The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable upto a 
maximum of 5 years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMIT PRES- 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

m. Educational Qualification. — Candidates must have pas- 
sed the Matriculation Examination of any University incorpo- 
rated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India 
or an examination held by a State Education Board -at the 
end of the Secondary Scfiool, High School or any ' other 
certificate which is accepted by the Government of that State/ 
Govt, of India as equivalent to matriculation certificate for 
entry into service. 

Note (1) : — ^A candidate 'tvho' has, ajmeared at an exami- 
TWtion, the passing of which would render him niucationally 
qualified Tot the Commission’s examination but has not' been 
informed of the result as also the candidate' who inten'ts to 
appeat at- such a qualifying examination will NOT be eligible 

for admission to the Cojnfnission’s examination.

Note (2) : — ^In exceptional cases, the Central Government 
may treat a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications 
prescribed in this rule, as educationally qualified provided 
that he possesses qualifications, the standard of which in 
the oniuTon of Government justifies his admission to the 
examination. 

5. ' The decision of the CoHimtssion as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by tlie Com- 
mission to be guilty of : — 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, pr 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered 'with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the exami- 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall or 
(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attenipting to co mm it or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commi«slon of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses, may, in addition 
to repdering himself liable to criminal prosecution, 
be liable ; — 

(a) to be disqualified bv the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for n 
specified period; 
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(i) by the Commission from any examination 
or selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any 
employment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt qu the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 


■9. After the examination, the Cottimission will recommend 
separately to each Cadre Authority concerned ^articipatinp in 
the examination the names of candidates, who have attamed 
the qualifying standard, which will be determined at the dis- 
cretion of the Commission. The Cadre Authorities wiU take 
steps to appoint them against vacancies decided to be fiUqd 
In accordance with the rules/rcgulations framed by them in 
this regard. 


' The Commission have discretion to prescribe relaxed 
minimum qualifying standard for SC/ST candidates. 

10. - A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who, after such medical exami- 
nation, as may be prescribed by the competent authority. Is 
found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. 
Only such candidates as are likely to bss considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

Note: — In the case of-tha disabled ex-Defcnce Service 
personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the DeinQbiliM- 
iion Medical Board of the Defence Seivicos wlU be- considered 
adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

11. All appointments on the results of this .examination 
shall be subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
already pa.ssed one of the periodical typewriting tests in 
English or Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School or 
the Institute of Secretariat Trainina and Management or Sub- 
ordinate Services Commission or Staff Selection Commission, 
he shall pass such a test at a minimunj .speed of 30 words 
in English or 25 words in Hindi per minute to be held by 
the authority^ designated by the Government for the purpose 
within a' period of one, year from the date of appointment, 
fafbne which po annual Increment(s) shall bo allowed to him 
until ho has passed the said test. 

Tf Any candidate does not pass the said typewriting test 
■svithin the period of probation, he is liable to be reverted to 
his substantive appointment or temporary post held by him 
before his appointment to Lower Division Grade. 


Note A candidate appointed on the results of the exami- 
nation who has already passed the typewriting tost as pres- 
cribed above or who passes it within a period of b months 
frbm the date of his appointment will be granted the first' 
increment after 6 months instead of one year’s service. This 
will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent regular incre- 
ments. 


12. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appointment 
as a Group ‘D’ employee or otherwise quits the service or 
severes his connection with it or whose services are termi- 
nated by his Department or who is appointed to an cx-cadro 
-wst or to another service on ‘transfer’ and does not have a 
lien on a Group ‘D* post will not be cigible for appointment 
on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Group 'D' employee 
who has, been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
With the approval of the competent authority.
